ITS OWN TRUST AND 
LOAN BUSINESS 


Edmonton, Feb., 21-—-Alex. Moore, 
UPA. member for Cochrane, has in- 
troduced a private bill to the legis- 
lature to incorporate the United Farm- 
ers’ Trust company, which is the be- 
ginning of what will eventually be an 
enormous financial enterprise under- 
taken‘ by the farmers of western Can- 
ada to serve their own interests in the 
matter of trust administration, loans, 
mortgages, ete. The object of the 
bill is to enlarge the powers of-the pre: 
sent administration of estates depart- 
ment of thd U.P.A., and to admit of 
the linking up of this departinent with 
those of Manitoba and Ontario. The 
bill provides for a capitalization of 
half a million dollars, with provision 
{o increase to one million, of which 
$50,000 will be paid up capital, $20,000 
to be paid up immediately. 

For several yearg past the U.F.A. 
has had a department for the admin- 
istration of estates which has given 
excellent service to the farmers, but 
the organization has been such that 
only small estates could be handled, 
The department is now planning. to 
take care of more extensive estates 
and to handle the more profitable bus- 
iness which is turned over to the pri- 
vate companies. This bill of incorpor- 
; poration is similar to those in (Ontario 
| and Manitoba, 

The linking of the departments of | 
the United Farmers of the three pro-| 
vinces will create a very strong. in- 
stitution with the prospect of an im. | 
portant accumulation ‘of savings de-| 
posits and eventually of an extensive | 
loan business to farmers. 

It is not possible now to predict the } 
extent which the savings and loan, 
feature may attain, With a series of 
good crops such a business may easily | 
grow into proporticns greater than! 
any existing loan company in western | 
Canada.

FIRE CHANCE 


Spontaneous combustion probably 
causes more fires than are attributed 
to it, ‘from the fact that in order to 
determine whether a firé originates in 
this manner or not, it must necessar- 
fly abe ‘detected at its very commence: , 
ment before thé flames have destroyed 
the evidence of ils cause, 

It is only within recent years that 
spontaneous combustion has been rea- 
sonably understood. ‘The investigation 
and explanation of scientific men, cou- 
pled with the efforts of fire underwrit- 
ers in collecting and publishing the 
causes of fires, has led to the accept 


i erg it a Ei in ati 


ance by the general public of the fact 
that it is possible to ignite many sub- 
stances without the application of fire, 
heat or flame, merely by the chemical 
action of the materials themselves. 

Spontaneous combustion is gener- 
ally due to the absorption of oxygen 
from the atmosphere by various sub- 
stances which have an affinity for it. 

The rapid drying of certain kinds 
of oils, especially vegetable oils, HMke 
linseed, and the drying of moist char- 
coal, results in the rapid absorption! 
of oxygen to the extent of ignition. 

Oily waste, which has been used to 
wipe off machinery, should never be 
thrown carelessly into a corner, but 
should be kept in a metal container 
and removed from the premises dsvily, 

Householders should exercise great 
care in connection with cloths that 
jhave been used for polishing furni- 
ture and hardwood floors. 

It is welk known that hay, 
stored away too green or wet, is 
Hable to set barns on fire by the heat

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Great interest is being taken by

WEEDS 


It is impossible to estimate even 
approximately the loss, caused’ by 
weeds to Canadian agriculture, A bul- 
letin recently published in the United 
States estimates the annual loss due 
to weeds in that country at more than 
$3000,000,000. Not long ago a western 
paper stated that the annual loss to 
farmers of Saskatchewan due to weeds 
was not less than $25,000,000. If 
there is this loss in one province the 
total for all Canada must be tremend- 
ous. There are many districts in the 
Dominion that stand high in weed pro- 
duction. 

Weeds cause a direct, actual money 
loss such as those due to drought, 
hail or frost. There is also a-loss in 
depreciation of property badly infest- 
ed with weeds. 

We do not know the full reason why 
weeds reduce crop yields, but it is 
well known that weeds deprive crops 
of moisture, plant food and sunlight, 
which cause decreased yields. A crop 
of grain or grass and clover ,seed 
which. contains weed seeds will not 
grade No. 1 and there are certain 
weed seeds which it Is well, nigh im- 
possible to screen out. Every time 
a sample of grain or grass seed drops 
a grade the price is lowered. , 

Weeds cause much extra work. They 
must be handled a number of times 
in a grain crop, and extra ploughing 
and cultivating are necessary in a 
weed-infested field if a crop is to be 
obtained. Net profits are reduced be- 
cause of increased costs of produc. 
tion and of cheapened product. In a 
sense farming is a war on weeds. 
This war ‘fare must be unremitting and 
relentless if the farmer is to emerge 
victorious, Many men make a start 
to clear their farms of weeds but quit)

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faithfully carried out. Every farmer 
should be his own weed’ inspector and 
‘his own weed eradicator, 

Lack of careful planning with refer- 
ence to weeds is too frequently evi- 
dent throughout Canada. One man 
puts in more hoed crop than he can 
properly care for; another fails to 
follow a short or systematic rotation 
of crops; still others fail to give the 
land. suflicient preparation for their 
crops or sow seed that js foul with 
weed seeds. It is because these things 
have not been given sufficient, consid- 
eration in the past that the evil con- 
ditions of today prevail. The weed | 
problem is one of national concern 
and calls for active co-operation ona 
large scale. Every amember of the 
community is affected and should lend 
assistance, Farmers, weed inspectors, 
owners of vacant property, townsip 
and county councils, and governments 
must work together if weeds are to 
be held in cheek. 

The problem is how to get rid of 
weeds and keep them “out. First, 
follow a short rotation of crops; cul- 
tivate the land thoroughly and often; 
prevent weeds going to seed; clean 
all seed before it is sown, 

If the grain field is weedy, seed ‘it 
heavily to clover and grass; mow the 
annuals and biennials before they seed 
and pasture closely to keep down per- 
ennials, follow by a hoed crop or smo- 
ther crop, and most varieties of weeds 
will be checked.—F. CG. Nunnick.

“The thing to do,” continued Dr. 
Amyot, “is to clarify the milk and get 
the dirt out of it, and then put it 
through a pasteurizer for the purpose 
of killing the bacilli, Fortunately all 
the disease producing bacilli, such as 
those which cause sore throat, diph- 
theria, measles and so on, are killed 
at the pasteurizing temperature. All 
infective organisms not spore-bearing 
are killed at one fell swoop, and pas- 
teurization is the obvious thing to 
dv. I think in cities there should be a 
bylaw to enforce the pasteurizing of 
milk. It ig a public health necessity. 
You as dealers should have it done to 
protect your consciences, and your 
businesses, and the health authorities 
sould have it done for the protection 
of the people of the city,”

Why The East Wants Daylight Sire a 


Within' a tew weeks, the question 
of daylight saving will probably 
once more become the subject of 
more or less heated debate in which 
usiness men, city fathers, farmers 
with cows to milk, mothers with 
children of school age to look after, 
and last but not least, railrouds with 
time tables to print and trains to 
run if possible to the minute, will 
demand to have their say. The ad- 
vocates for daylight saving will 
. point, out that in [england the econ 
omy in coal consumption effected by 
daylight saving during the summer 
months amounted to $2,500,000, 
whereas the dairy farmers of the 
middle west protest that the morning 
dews and the natural milking time for 
cows cannot be regulated by clock, 
while in the North-West where the 

_ Summer sun shines eighteen o- twen- 
yatta a day the mother of seven 
children wishes to' goodness that the 
darkness and the hour for bed time 
came twice as soon and lasted twice 
as long—what she wants is a dark- 
ness-saving law, 

The demand for daylight saving 
‘however, is most insistent im East- 
vern Canada and the Eastern States. 

and for every insistent demand, there 


is usually'a real reason. The reaso! ° 


;apparently is that the’ so-callea 
standard time in force in the area 
in question varies considerably from 
‘the mean sun time upon which the 
jactual length and intensity of day- 
‘light is based. ‘Standard time is = 
‘convenient artifice established in ord 
‘er to secure uniform time for neigh- 
boring communities or places. The 
‘sun is travelling from East to West 
and the noon hour originally travel- 
led with it, but it was found advis- 
able to fix definite areas in which 
the .noon hour and other hours 
should remain the same for the con- 
venience of the operation of rail- 
roads and telegraphs and the trans- 
action of business wherein contracts 
involved definite time limits. 

Such standard time was adopted 
for the United States in 1883 on the 
initiative of the American Railway 
Association, and as the time of the 
civilized world is by general consent 
based on Greenwich, England, the 
meridians selected for the division 
of the various standards were fixed 
at the GOth, 75th, 90th, 105th and 
120th degrees west of Greenwich. 
Atlantic standard time theoretically 
extended from the 60th to the 75th 
meridian and Eastern standard time 
from the 75th to the 90th meridian; 
Central standard time from the 99th 
to 105th; Mountain standard tine 
from the 105th to 120th, west of 
which was Pacific standard time. 
These times were adopted by law 
in a number of the individual States, 
but municipalities have not all fol- 
lowed suit as public sentiment and 
habits proved more potent factors in 
fixing the time standards for locali- 
ties than have State Statutes. 

Prince Edward Island and Nova 
Scotia, on the Eastern boundary of 
Atlantic time zone, kave used that 
time ‘for thirty years or more, but 
it was not until 1903 that New 
Brunswick, which was in closer con- 
tact with the New England States, 
finally ‘by Act of its legislature 
adopted ‘Atlantic standard time of- 
ficially for that Province, 

The -situation was complicated, 
particularly in the Eastern States 
and Eastern Canada, by ithe rail- 
ways themselves where in actual 
practice ‘it was found necessary to 
fix the‘time-breaking zones at ter- 
minals or division points. As branch 
lines have been constructed, the car- 
riers ‘have extended on, thesa the 
standard time observed at the junc- 
tion point or m the main line. 
There are instances where the 
branch'lines radiate out ef one zone 
into another, thus introducing a time 
at variance with the theoretical time 
of that zone. The contention of the 
railways is that time should be 
changed only at the points at the 
termini of train dispatching districts 
when train crews are relieved, ey

BIRD PROTECTION 


On Feb. 12th, at the University of 
Alberta, to a large and representative 
audience of sportsmen, farmers and 
teachers, a lecture was delivered on 
the Migratory Birds Convention Act 
by Associate Professor Rowan, Depart. 
ment of Biology, Honorary Federal 
tame Officer of the Province of <Al- 
berta, 

The lecturer dealt at some length 
with the general conditions that have 
accounted for the great reduction of 
our native birds, and proceeded to 
demonstrate that this reduction is a 
serious menace to the future welfare 
of agriculture, finally explaining the 
main provisions of the Migratory 
Birds Convention Act. Following on 
the reading of the paper a series of 
beautiful lantern slidés were exhibited 
illustrating .the main types of birds 
dealt with under the act, with some 
remarks on how the pictures were 
cured, 

Among the points of main interest 
brought out by the lecturer were the 
following: Farming and mining, fol- 
lowed by the inevitable, railroads, are 
making. all parts,of thé <province).ac-y p 
cessible to gunners. Unrestricted 
shooting in the earlier history of the 
country played havoc with many 
A number are now- 
adays considered rarities, while oth- 
ers have been entirely exterminaied. 
One of the main objects of the Mi- 
gratory Birds Convention Act is to 
shield these remnants, no matter how 
easily their breeding or migratory 
feeding grounds may be reached by 
sportsmen, and give them an oppor: 
tunity of recovering from their pre- 
sent critical status. By this means it 
is hoped that all gaine birds now pro- 
tected throughout the year, instead of 
becoming extinct, will one day again 
figure in the’ sportsinan’s Jegitimate 
bag.
